The grand total of indebtedness 
of the city fs $474,680.16, which was 
reduced by $24,018.49 during 1922. Of 
the total of $49,963.37 on all ‘lebt paid 
in 1922, $25,944.88 was interest and 
$24,018.48 wag principal. 

The new council made a complete 
investigation of conditions at the 
power house and had dispensed with 
\the services of one man and had re- 
duced wages slightly. This meant a 
saving of $3,000. The gag wells were 
brought back to life, and now supply 
jalmost enough gas to run the plant 
continuously. The wells are a splen- 
did asset to the city. 


Wetaskiwin has one of the best units 
in Western Canada at the power house 
and future citizens will get cheap 
light. The rates will be much lower | 
in six years, and will be still cheaper ; 
in eleven years when all the deben- 
tures are retired. 


Mr Montgomery stated that Supt. | 
Watson suggested several changes 
that would increase the efficiency end 
lower the costs at the power house, 
He would move the water tank close 
to the power house and pump direct- 
ly into it.

The annual loss due to ignorance or 
negligence in the care of farm imple- 
ments -is appalling. Figures have 
been published from time to time 
showing depreciation” on implements 
from lack of shelter and care, still 
many farmers winter their implements 
in the field where they were last used, 
or scattered about the farm yard. A 
manufacturer, if he ig to prosper must 
keep his production cost at the lowest 
possible figure. The same applies to 
the farmer, who is no less a manufac- 
turer, and one of the ways in which 
he can materially cut down his ex- 
penses {s in the proper care of hig im- 
plements and tools, 

All implements when not in-use, 
should be under cover, and not left 
exposed to the influence of the wea- 
ther. A machine‘ or implement shed 
need not be an elaborate affair. If 
it can be. wholly closed, so much the 

! better, It should be conveniently situ- 
lated, and the front should coysist 
largely of roller doors, so that any 
implement ca nbe readily obtained. As

A stitch in time saves nine, and 
many an expensive repair item might 
be saved by repairing a machine at 
the first appearance of troubel. When 
implements are taken out they should 
be looked over carefully, nuts tighten- 
gd, adjustments and trivial repairs 
made, which if left might develop: no 
end of trouble. Far too little machine 
oil is used, causing excessive wear on 
Bearings and castings, and working ‘un- 
told injury on the machine, A coat of 
paint not only adds to the appearance 
but greatly prolongs the life of both 
wood and iron. Polished surfaces, as 
plow shares and mouldboards, should 
be smeared with grease or painted 
with kerosene and lampblack when 
not in use. 

A good farmer must be a gogd me- 
chanic. especially ‘if he — operates 
tractors and other large machinery. 
otherwise ‘his repair items. will be 
high, and the usefulness of the tractor 
or machine greatly impaired.’

The cattle they wonid want would 
be good feeders, two to two and a half 
years old, and weighing around 1000 
to 1200 pounds, Mr. Pate does not 
believe there would be any demand 
in England and Scotland for our breed- 
ing cattle, so the regulations regarding 
them are immaterial. Ag-regards the 
other requirements as outlined in the 
first press despatches, he does not 
think they are tgo severe nor does he 
think they will create any great hard- 
ship in the shipping of Canadian cat- 
tle. The great drawback will be in the 
cost of transportation, but even so, he 
thinks that they will be taken over at 
a profit if present prices prevail, 

Win. Gibson, of Indian Head, — be- 
lieves that the removal of the cattle 
embargo under the terms as outlined, 
will help the marketing situation to 
a considerable extent. If the British 
market is desirous of getting our 1100 
and 1200 pound cattle he believes that 
it will take a lot of stuff which we 
could not otherwise dispose of readily. 

J. L. Waters, one of the big cattle 
breeders of Clive, Alberta, thinks that 
the chief drawback to entry of Cana- 
dian cattle on the British market will 
still be the freight rates. While the 
cost of transportation is so high, he 
does not think that it makes much dif- 
ference about the regulations, for the 
cost of putting them across will be 


almost prohibitive. This would depend \ 
-Ruch however on the prices being paid 


on the other side. 


So far as the regulations are con- 
cerned, he cannot see-that they will 
create much hardship, unless three 
days quarantine can be taken up in 
transit, as suggested. He was not

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COMFORT, IN THE 
CATTLE FEEDING 


Millions of bushels of Alberta grain 


‘are annually shovelled into snow- 
‘banks. Exposure and discomfort cut 
away the finish that good feed is 
being used to put on. It is probably 
true that in the “Sunny Province” cat- 
‘tle require less close housing than in 
latitudes of winter rain, wet snow, 
blizzards, and raw chilling winds, but 
‘to deprive them of any shelter at all 
jexcept“a bluff, a straw pile or the lee 
side of a stable, as not a few settlers 
do with their store stock and some

The English market will only 
take Canada’s best, but a sure market 
for the best will always make for 
more competition in that grade and 
will tend to hold all prices at a stead- 
fer level. 

In the opinion of W. L. Carlyle, of 
Calgary, intimately connected ° with 
several of the live stock organizations 
of the province of Alberta, the lifting 
of the embargo on Canadian cattle 
will materially benefit the cattle 
growers of Western Canada, particu- 
larly the better sorts. Intending ex- 
porters should, hpwever, in Mr. Car- 
lyle's opinion, bear in mind that the 
British cattle feeders will not feed 
anything but the best cattle. Anyono 
attempting to ship over common place 
sorts of small or thin cattle would 
surely get an unpleasant surprise.

dog team, In order to secure the gen- 
uine anima! a representative visited 
the North Country to select dogs 
suitable for this purpose. Previous 
to the journey telegrams were sent 
to all important fur posts, north of 
the Great Lakes, but owing to the 
unusual conditions prevailing during 
the fall of 1921, little success was 
met with. A variety of replies were 
received — one Hudson's Bay Post 
sent word that owing to the lateness 
of the “freeze up,” and poor travel- 
ling conditions, Indian trappers were 
still far in the interior with their 
dogs, and were not expected out til] 
the New Year. Another factor re- 
plied that strange sickness, the 
symptoms of which resembled dis- 
temper, was affecting most'of the 
dogs in his vicinity, and that he 
would not advise their purchase. An- 
other wired that fish was so scarce, 
dogs were extremely thin and wick- 
ed, and weaker members had been 
sacrificed to provide food for the 
larger and more useful dogs, The 
value of husky dogs in the Canadian 
northern expanse is very high and 
prices reach surprising proportions 
in the fall when each man sets out 
to secure a string for his winter's 
work; Due to the heavy expense 
incurred in equipping and maintain- 
ing a team, the purse for the race 
has been raised this year to attract 
the most exacting trailers. Last 
year pups were selling for $200 for 
a string of five, whilst animals fully 
grown and trained brought from $75 
to $100 each. ; 

The husky dog has been a valu- 
able servant to the men of the Can- 
adian North, and his part in North- 
ern development has been no small 
one. His services are still of in- 
estimable worth in the transport 
over snow-clad areas where no other 
means of travel, exist. where tha 


roads will fully reveal for exploita- 
tion. The mounted police, trappers, 
miners, prospectors, all men of the 
snow-shoe trail, gallantly pay 
their tributes to the part the husky 
dog plays in their daily work. 

The district north and west of 
Nipigon promised success in secur- 
ing huskies, as just before Christ- 
mas ‘the Indians bring their fall 
catch into the posts, where they 
trade them for fresh supplies, beads. 
firearms, and other articles which 
they may require. The representa- 
tive of the Chateau on arrival found 
some“15 to 20 dog teams, but they 
were a motley assortment, only u 
few running true to type. 

Teams were constantly coming 
and going, and finally with a burst 
of speed, a fast young outfit ap- 
proached the Hudson’s Bay Post, and 
at the command of “Ho” from the 
indian musher suddenly slowed up 
and came to a stop. The leader was 
a particularly young brown wolf-like 
animal, and was named “Nipmaing- 
ken,” which translated means “Nipi- 
gon Wolf,” and after various tests 
was selected as one of the proposed 
team. Finally the other four were 
purchased, as they proved to be one 
of the fastest teams’ in tha part of 
the country. Exceptional care was 
exercised in the selection as they 
were to be used in the vicinity of 
the Chateau Frontenac, at Quebec, 
and naturally were bound to be 
handled and petted to a certain ex- 
tent by the guests and spectators. 
Not having been trained together, 
considerable trouble was experienced 
at first. The Indian who assisted in 


breaking them in said, “Take away |. 


the harness and let them make 
friends.” No sooner was this done 
than a regular pandemonium ensued. 
followed by a glorious rough and 


tumble fight, and it was with great 
difficulty they were separated. The 
Indian merely grinned, and said,! 
“They are all friends now,” which! 
seemed to be the case, because afte’ 

a certain amount .of sniffing and 
licking they were again tested and 
pulled much better. ‘Ten to fifteen! 
miles a day were made by the team 
without any individual loafing, and 
so fast were they that ‘the Indian 
challenged a number of) the other’ 
teams around to a series of races, 


and not once was the new team de- . 


feated. At last the animals were 
shipped by the Canadian Pacific to 
Quebec City, and arrived in excellent 
trim. The names of the dogs are 
somewhat interesting, being all In- 
dian, and are as follows with the 
Engiish translation: 
Nipmainghen. .Nipigon Wolf 
Wabus ...... lhe Rabbit 
Wabuska .,. .Whitey 
Keego.......Fish 
Muk........From “Nakwa” 
meaning bear. 
At the age of nine months or'ono 
year the education of the Husky be- 
gins in earnest. He is broken to 
harness learning, with older dogs, 
to pull his share of the load. At 


four years he has attained his full! 


growth and strength, a stalwart 
wolf-build. half--wild,  disdainful, 
powerful, perfectly proportioned, 


beautifully coated.

It is quite true they left a serious 
deficit for the 1922 council to face. 
And to explain this is the purpose of 
this letter. 

There were two principal causes of 
the deficit. 

The first was in the Electric light 
department, In the fall of 1920, a 
string of piping became disconnected 
and was lost in the gas well at the 
power house, This well at that time 


was producing in any quantity. No. 
3 well was dead and the casing was 
about to be pulled. No, 2 well was 
badly flooded and the question of pull- 
ing the casing from it was being dis- 
cussed. 

The loss of the well at the power 
house meant that we had to use coal 
continually and this cost was over 
$1000.00 a month. 
this well and it was absolutely nee- 
essary that the lost piping be removed 
so that the well could be pumped out. 


-|Many efforts were made without sue- 


cess. Experts were consulted. One 
expert wanted $50.00 a day and ex- 
peuses. Finally we purchased a well 
rig and under Supt. Watson’s manage- 
ment the pipe was caught and taken 
out. The well was then pumpeil out 
and the gas came back at full strength 
again. We then moved the rig to No. 
2 wall and had it cleaned out and 
succeeded In getting the gas back-In 
that well. The result of all this work 
and expenditure was, and is, that the 
power plant has, since been able to 


handle almost the entire load by gas |" 


alone. 1 might say. right here that 
Ald, Liversidge consistently tricd to 
block every expenditure for the  re- 
covery of the gas wells. He would not 
agree to any plan and would offer 
none of his own. : 

The resources of the Electric light de- 
partment were drained by this expen- 
diture and it was necessary for them 
to borrow: from the general account. 
Another heavy item they had to en- 
counter was the rebuilding of the lines, 
as ordered by the provincial govern- 
ment. This should have been a cap- 
ital account item, but we had noth- 
ing in capital account, and could not 
sell debentures, 

It was at first thought that the po- 
wer plant would be able to pay its de- 
ficit but the burden was too heavy 
and in the fall of 1921 the Electric 
light committee brought in a recom- 
inendation to the council that the rate 
be advanced. This passed with Ald. 
Liversidge again vigorously  digsent- 
ing. 

So that, although the 1921 council 
handed the 1922 council a deficit in 


‘|this department, they also handed it 


the meang of covering it and turning 
it into a surplus in 1922, for it was 
the 1921 council which recovered the 
wells, raised the rates and took the 
abuse. 

Then, in regard to the other rea- 
son for a deficit from 1921,—At the 
meeting of the aldermen to consider 
the estimates for the year and to 
strike the mill rate, after the different 
items were discussed and passed, two 
were found which brought out a dif. 
ference of opinion. One wag a cash 
balance carried over from tho year be- 
fore, but which wag already marked 
for the payment of indebtedness of 
that year, This amount Wag wrongly 
put in as an asset. Tho other item 
was an amount to be added for un- 
collected taxes ag ordered by the 
Municipal Finances Commission. Tho 
two items, if included in the estimates 
would have mado a considerable in- 
crease in the mill rate, and a corrag: 
ponding decrease in this year’s levy. 

T moved a resolution in favor of tho 
higher rate and was supported by 
Ald. MacHachern, Ald, Liversidge 
moved in amendment that the rato 
be whatever it wag last year, Tho 
rest of the council fell for the lower 
rato and Ald, Liversidge’s amendment 
carried. Yet after all this he blames 
last year's council for leaving a defi- 
cit for him to cope with this year,
